As to the 4 above, the requirements of the concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved In 
the appeal, referring to the specification by page, and line number have not been met. Although applicant in the substitute appeal brief. 
12/04.06, included explanation and specificatiopn page and line numbers under the In General heading, no identification of independent 
claims can be found, therefore, not it is not referring to any independent claim. Although applicabt also included under Support for 
independent Claims heading the specifcation page and line number and the independent claim numbers, no concise explanation of the 
subject matter defined in each independent claims can be found under this heading. For example, in page 8, lines 7-21, of the Brief, with a 
starting phrase "Regarding Claim 20," applicant copied the claim 20 with inserted specification page and line numbers, without any further 
explanation. Therefore, the requirements to include a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims 
involved in the appeal, referring to the specification by page, and line number have not been met. Similarly, claim 2 (see page 7, lines 13- 
1 7 of the Brief) only recites "Regarding Claim 2, a pipelined microprocessor 100 is capable of detecting...". The rest of the paragraph is 
the claim langauge in claim 2 with inserted specification page and line numbers, but no concise explanation can be found. The examiner 
holds that claim itself, the language "Regarding Claim 2," , or the like, is not a concise explanation. 37 CFR41.37©(1)(v) clearly requires 
the brief contain a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each independent claims involved in the appeal , referring to the 
specification by page and line number. In the applicant's brief, under the In General heading , although there included explanations, 
identifying the independent claims cannot be found. In the applicant's brief under the Support for Independent Claims heading, although 
claims and specifcation page and line numbers are included, no concise explanation can be found, (see MPEP 1205. also 49962 Federal 
Register / Vol. 69, No. 155 / Thursday, August 12, 2004 / Rules and Regulations).
